The Navy and Marine Corps will con- 
duct their weeding-out for the next six 
years under separate “hump” legislation, 
also approved by the Committee. The 
Army will continue to use current “show- 
eause” authority to retire officers whose 
performance is not as good as it might be.

E Royal Air Force has a “hands off” 

approach at its new Thor sites; 

everything is mechanized except the 
turning of the crucial two keys. 

The two keys are the symbol of U.S.- 
UK. partnership in the ever-strengthen- 
ing missile deterrant to Soviet aggres- 
sion. 

The mechanization is a tribute to the 
striking progress which is being made in 
attaining combat readiness for four RAF 
Thor squadrons, 

On a hot day in July, when the 92 de- 
gree temperature was in no way eased 
for top RAF Bomber Command officers

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Tough, Triple Volunteers Of Army’s 10th Special Forces Unit 


Are Ready To Lead Freedom F ighters Behind Iron Curtain 


BAVARIA, GERMANY 


OME of the U. S. Army’s toughest 
soldiers—there probably are no 
more versatile fighting men anywhere 
in the world—are training here to lead 
civilians, 
But these would be a special kind 
of civilians. 


The 10th Special Forces Group Air- 
borne—all of its officers and men are 
triple volunteers—is charged with the 
wartime mission of infiltrating deep be- 
hind enemy lines to organize, equip, and 
train Freedom Fighters in guerilla op- 
erations against an enemy. 

The existence of the Army Special 
Forces Groups in Germany, at Ft. 
Bragg, N. C., and in the Far East is 
part of the nation’s over-all deterrence 
to Communist aggression, 

Any Communist leader contemplat- 
ing attack against the Free World must 
reckon with the certain prospect that 
the retaliation would include lightning 
infiltration action by parachute, water, 
or land. 

Every member of the Army’s Special 
Forces is (1) a Regular or career Re- 
serve officer; (2) an airborne volunteer; 
and (3) a volunteer for Special Forces. 

The Army recently was authorized 
for the first time to lift the security 
wraps on an overseas Special Forces 
Group when newsmen on the USAF- 
sponsored National Media Tour were 
permitted to visit the 10th Special 
Forces Group Airborne. 

Col. Michael Paulick, a brilliant com- 
bat leader who commands the 10th, took 
pains to knock down widely held no- 
tions that his men are “Cloak and 
Dagger” specialists such as operated in 
civilian grab with the Office of Strate- 
gic Services (OSS) during WWII. 

Special Forces doctrine calls for high- 
ly trained teams, wearing the U. S. 
Army uniform, to spring into action 
in event of war to mobilize groups of 
Freedom Fighters for brief, violent, ag- 
gressive action with maximum utiliza- 
tion of surprise and shock operations. 

Colonel Paulick reports that 60% of 
his soldiers have a language capability. 
Many are capable of fluent conversation 
in more than one Iron Curtain tongue. 

The 10th Special Forces Commander 
likes to describe his teams as being 
capable of performing in the manner 
of small MAAG groups behind enemy 
lines, “Our very existence,” Colonel 
Paulick has told his men, “provides the 
enslaved people of the world with the 





knowledge that they are not forgotten 
and that when war comes they will be 
given the means to fight for their own 
freedom.” 


With Lt. Col, Clyde R. Russell as Ex- 
ecutive Officer and Lt. Col. Oscar E. 
Davis as S-3, the 10th Special Forces 
trains constantly to be ready for any 
mission which may be assigned it by 
the Seventh U, S. Army Commander, 
Lt. Gen, Clyde D. Eddleman, USA, or 
by the U.S. European Commander, Gen- 
eral Lauris Norstad, USAF. 

Every man assigned to the 10th has 
completed at least one Army tour and 
has had a minimum of two years of 
specialized training in communications, 
mountain warfare, demolitions, weap- 
ons, medical work, language, fieldcraft 
and survival behind enemy lines. 


Special Forces team packets are made 
up in varying combinations. The small- 
est has one officer and six enlisted men 
and is capable of working with a guer- 
illa company, battalion or regiment. 
These building block units can be as- 
sembled in strengths that could handle 
larger concentrations of Freedom 
Fighters. 

Each year, the 10th conducts, in co- 
operation with elements from the other 
Services and other Government agen- 
cies, a full-scaled Unconventional War- 
fare Exercies, often covering more than 
10,000 kilometers. 





FIGHTING LEADER 

Colonel Michael Paulick, Com- 
mander of the 10th Special Forces, 
is a combat leader with a triple 
qualification; he has received three 
Silver Stars for gallantry in action. 

A 44 year old native of Tidale, 
Pa., Colonel Paulick, USMA ’40, 
also wears the DSC, two Bronze 
Stars, two Pearl Hearts, the Com- 
bat Infantryman’s Badge, and the 
Master Parachutist Badge. 

He fought with the 3d Infantry 
Division in WWII. Prior to assum- 
ing command of the 10th in June 
1958, he was the Army Member, 
Military Studies and Liaison Divi- 
sion, Office of the Secretary of 
Defense. 

Jolonel Paulick, who also is Com- 
mandant of the Seventh Army Non- 
commissioned Officer Academy, re- 
sides with his wife and six children 
at Flint Kaserne, Bad Toelz, Ger- 
many. 


Typically, reports Capt, Michael D. 
Healy, Assistant S-3 for Maneuvers and 
Field Tests, Special Forces soldiers are 
dropped at night from aircraft in 
strange terrain. Then they must move 
by foot, living off the land, to reach 
remote objectives or to effect a rende- 
vous with “partisan” forces. 


Special Forces leaders are reluctant 
to discuss details of the individual ca- 
pabilities of the triple volunteer sol- 
diers, but it is no secret that its en- 
listed medical technicians are capable 
of considerably more than basic first 
aid. 


The same is true for the other team 
members, all of whom are cross-trained 
to perform more than one specialty. 

The 10th Special Forces Group and 
its sister units are high on the priority 
list for issue of new equipment, such 
as “indefinite range” portable radio 
communications gear, capable of oper- 
ating on 75 to 220 volts. 


During the newsmen’s recent visit 
to the 10th, they were given an oppor- 
tunity to talk with the dedicated, re- 
sourceful, and skilled members of Capt. 
Walter L. McMahon’s team. 

One soldier was a particular target 
for questioning. 


He was a Master Sergeant Kennedy. 
Some reporters thought that was a 
strange name for a soldier who could 
speak fluently Polish, German, Russian 
and Czech, in addition to what he him- 
self described as a “passable English.” 


The sergeant explained that he has 
relatives behind the Iron Curtain and 
that “I just like the name Kennedy.” 


Colonel Paulick says that if the 
Soviets ever should strike, men like 
Sergeant Kennedy, who happens to be 
a heavy weapons specialist, would pro- 
vide the U. S. Army with a concrete 
and ready means for extension behind 
enemy lines of U. S, Military ‘Know 
How’ and assistance. 


“We consider ourselves in this light,” 
says Colonel Paulick, and “make every 
effort to inform other commanders and 
tactical organizations of this concept.” 

That the Soviets are among the “other 
commanders” who are being informed 
is evident in Colonel Paulick’s comment 
that “Special Forces exist to serve the 
free people of the world as an addi- 
tional deterrnt to aggression and a 
potent weapon to be used if the over- 
all deterrnt fails.”

Outlaw, told how it is frequently nec- 
essary aboard the Intrepid, which was 
commissioned early in WWII, to use 
auxiliary boilers to meet routine opera- 
tional requirements. 


But both Admiral Ekstrom and Cap- 
tain Masterton were emphatic in say- 
ing that the Intrepid has been able to 
fulfill all commitments during her pres- 
ent tour in the Mediterranean. 


The Navy maintains two carriers with 
the Sixth Fleet. The other one at pres- 
ent is the larger and more modern USS 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Late in June, 
she was laid up temporarily because 
of difficulties with her steam catapult 
gear. 

Admiral Ekstrom, as his predecessor 
had declared many times, says the Sixth

Weight is apprximately 10.5 ounces per yard as com- 
pared to a weight of 16, 18 or 19 ounces for the other optional material, elastique. 

The Army said it is anticipated that it will be several months before any of 
the new material is available through commercial outlets. 

This fabric will be a controlled item under the Uniform Quality Control Pro- 
gram and must conform to specifications now being developed by the OQMG Research 


and Engineering Command, Natick, Mass.

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Did BuPers Influence Selection Board? Retired Commander Reopens Long Fight 


Commander Edward White Rawlins, 
USN-Ret., has not given up the fight. 

For more than 10 years, the retired 
Naval officer has sought to breach the 
wall of infallibility which the Navy has 
erected around its officer promotion sys- 
tem. 

Today, well into the eleventh year of his 
battle, Commander Rawlins has gathered 
new evidence in a last-ditch effort to con- 
vince Congress that the Navy’s promotion 
machinery malfunctioned when he failed 
to win promotion to four-stripe rank. He 
is the only living member of his 1924 
Naval Academy class-group who did not 
become a captain or admiral. 

The fight, which Commander Rawlins 
has almost but not-quite won a number of 
times in the past actually had its begin- 
ning more than 16 years ago. 

Faced with an emergency need to pro- 
mote large numbers of officers to fill im- 
mediate vacancies during World War II, 
the Navy abandoned its statutory promo- 
tion system and set up an informal 
“panel” system. Under this system, senior 
officers were handed lists and told to 
check the names of those they considered 
eligible for promotion. In many instances 
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—as panel members since have testified— 
the officer who did the checking had no 
personal knowledge about the capabilities 
of some of those on the list, nor any rec- 
ords or other information on which to 
base his decisions. Records available to 
others were, according to Comander Raw- 
lins, incomplete. 

Four panels, during the years 1943 to 
1945, failed to nominate Comander Raw- 
lins for promotion to captain. He appealed 
to the Board for Correction of Naval Rec- 
ords, but the Navy denied him a hearing. 
He appealed to the Congress. The Senate 
on a number of occasions, during the 
years 1949 to 1954, passed legislation ap- 
proving Commander Rawlins’ promotion. 
The House Armed Services Committee 
teetered back and forth, sometimes ap- 
proving, sometimes failing to act. The 
two Houses never were able to reach 
agreement, and as a result, no law ever 
was enacted. 

During the period of Congressional ac- 
tion and inaction, however, Commander 
Rawlins’ record was presented to two 
statutory selection boards for considera- 
tion for promotion. Again, he failed to be 
named for captain’s rank. 

New evidence which he now has ob- 


tained from a member of the last statu- 
tory board shows that a representative 
of the Bureau of Naval Personnel ap- 
peared before the board and informed its 
members that “Congressional relief was 
in the making” for Commander Rawlins. 

Admiral B. Hall Hanlon, USN-Ret., who 
disclosed this development, said he felt 
that “an injustice had probably been 
done” in Commander Rawlins’ failure to 
be promoted but a statutory selection 
board did not seem to be the “proper 
place to make a correction.” 

Numerous other flag officers, including 
Admiral Robert B. Carney, USN-Ret., 
former Chief of Naval Operations, also 
have stated that they believe Commander 
Rawlins was the victim of an injustice. 

At the time that a BuPers representa- 
tive was appearing before the statutory 
selection board to inform its members 
that Congressional relief was on the way 
for Commander Rawlins, the Navy had 
other representatives at the Capitol urg- 
ing the legislators not to approve Rawlins’ 
promotion. 

Later, although the Senate specifically 
had approved Rawlins’ promotion on one 
occasion and provided an avenue for his 





promotion on three other occasions, g 
Senate Armed Services Subcommittee 
recommended no further consideration of 
the claim, stating that “the test of Ray. 
lins’ fitness for promotion which was ap. 
plied simultaneously to him and his con. 
temporaries must be regarded as the 
proper test, unless some irregularity can 
be shown to have influenced the panels 
or boards.” 

Since that time, Commo. Lyman §, 
Perry who served on the 1943 selection 
panel, has stated that a letter which was 
missing from Rawlins’ file “constituted an 
irregularity that may have precluded the 
fair exercise of impartial judgment by 
the Panel members.” 

Another argument which is certain to 
arise concerns Admiral Hanlon’s state 
ment regarding the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel’s presentation before the last 
statutory selection board which consid. 
ered Rawlins’ promotion. Personnel ex. 
perts are likely to draw the conclusion 
that the BuPers statement was designed 
to influence the board in the belief that 
it was not necessary to consider Rawlins 
promotion, inasmuch as the promotion 
was to be accomplished by Congressional 
action, 





Six Marine Colonels Will Wear Stars; 
Five Are Year Group °35; One From 736 


A Marine Corps board has chosen six 
colonels—two less than last year—for ad- 
vancement to brigadier general. 

Last week’s issue of THE JCURNAL pub- 
lished the names of four Marine brigadier 
generals named for two star rank. 

In making selections of unrestricted col- 
onels the board, headed by Lt. Gen. Ed- 
win A, Pollock, CG, Fleet Marine Force, 
Atlantic, chose three from a 43-man pro- 
motion zone, Three were named from 
above the zone. 

The in-zone selection is 6.9%, with 40 
colonels being passed over for the first 
time. The passover rate is 10.2% greater 
than last year’s ratio. 

Col. Louis B. Robertshaw was the only 
pilot selected. There were 12 Naval Avia- 
tors in the zone, which extended from 
Col. Joseph N. Renner, Lineal No, 109, 
through Col. Malcolm O. Donohoo, No.

AF SQUEEZE PLAY 
FOR RUNWAYS 


The Air Force has awarded a $3 
million contract for a runway ar- 
resting system to the All American 
Engineering Company called the 
“water squeezer”. 

It will be installed at Air Force 
bases throughout the United 
States. 

The arrester device is used to 
bring high speed aircraft to a safe 
stop in a very short distance when 
the aircraft’s braking system is in- 
operative. The “water squeezers” 
will replace the present anchor 
chain arresters which were first 
used during the Korean conflict. 

USAF aircraft will employ an ar- 
rester hook which can be lowered 
by the pilot to engage a cable cross- 
ing the runway. The cable, in 
turn, is connected on both sides to 
an underground conical cylinder 
partially filled with water and anti- 
freeze. As the plane hooks the ca- 
ble, at speeds up to 160 knots, the 
cable pulls pistons through the 
liquid solution toward the small 
end of the conical cylinders. 

The farther the piston is pulled, 
the more resistance it encounters 
as it nears its own diameter in the 
conical chamber, bringing the air- 
craft to a smoothly decelerated 
stop. 

The system can automatically re- 
set itself for another stop in a mat- 
ter of minutes.

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Happy Ending For Congressional Retired Inquiry? 


Although it will be some months—certainly not before January— 
until the Hébert Subcommittee issues a final report, there is already 
good reason to hope that the investigation into the employment of retired 
military officers by defense contractors will have a happy ending. Such 
a forecast is possible, because of the outstanding manner in which Chair- 
man F. Edward Hébert (D-La) has been conducting the hearings, and 
because of the forthright testimony of senior officers of all the Services. 

The hearings to date have illuminated the important contributions 
that are being made to the defense program by retired officers whose 
vital skills and talents are being retained on “active duty.” Representa- 
tive Hébert and his associates are building a detailed record also of the 
need to “unify” laws and regulations pertaining to the post-retirement 
employment of Service officers, THe JOURNAL in the issue of 17 May 
1958 published one of the most comprehensive reviews of this problem 
ever assembled and said that the corrective action was essential. 

The Hébert Investigations Subcommittee has brought to light the 
fact that many officers employed by defense contractors would have 
preferred to remain in Federal service in civilian status following mili- 
tary retirement. They were thwarted, however, by restrictive legislation 
dating back to the 19th century. 

It can be anticipated that one of the most crucial results of the in- 
quiry will be a proposal to liberalize the Dual Employment and Dual 
Compensation restrictions imposed on Regular officers. In past years, 
the Defense Department, in on-again-off-again behavior, has proposed 
to Congress that the outdated and discriminatory legislation be changed. 
What will be required in order to capitalize on the situation that has 
been pointed up in the current hearings is the readiness of the Pentagon 
leadership to go before Congress next January with a fully documented 
case on the need for legislative action. 

It is still too early, of course, to make a final assessment of the 
Hébert Subcommittee hearings, but on the basis of the proceedings to 
date, there is good basis for anticipating that the report to be issued 
early next year will avoid any free-swinging charges such as were ex- 
pressed by some ill-informed legislators. Instead, what can be antici- 
pated—certainly what must be hoped for—is a carefully reasoned docu- 
ment which will insist that action is essential to clarify confusion and 
disparities in present legislation, and which will urge changes in restric- 
tive legislation whose usefulness has been outlived and which now is 
harmful to our national interests and security. 

The Hébert Report undoubtedly will recommend that rules be spelled 
out explicitly in the matter of retired officers taking jobs directly in- 
volving sales. Possibly a two-year or three-year interval will be advocated. 
Actually, only a relatively small number of retired military officers re- 
tired within the past three years are engaged in direct sales to the Services. 
The fact of the matter is that a two-year or three-year specified limita- 
tion, instead of restricting post-retirement employment, may very well 
broaden post-retirement employment opportunities. 

There is no question that many firms today hesitate to engage retired 
officers for sales activities, no matter how long they have been out of 
uniform, for fear of running afoul of the complex and disparate legisla- 
tion now on the books. 

To sum up: What started out as an investigation prompted by shot- 
gun efforts to cripple the utilization of retired officers may well conclude 
with a straightening out of discriminatory legislation against retired 
Service people that has long needed forceful attention. 


Old Fashioned Delays For A New Venture 
Once upon a time—it was long, long ago, even before Sputnik—a 
decision was made in this country that it would be all right to cut re- 
search and development requests for satellite tests. After all, it was ex- 
plained, what difference would it make who took the first photograph 
of the other side of the moon. 
We have learned, of course, that it makes a considerable difference. 





Not too many months ago—it was in May at the annual conventig, 
of the Aviation Writers Association in Washington, D. C.—hopes wep, 
raised that at long last the green light would be given for constructig, 
of a nuclear-powered aircraft. Lt. Gen. Roscoe C. Wilson, Deputy Aj 
Force Chief of Staff, Development, reported that the late Deputy Seere 
tary of Defense Donald A. Quarles, in one of his last official acts, hag 
authorized the Air Force to request Presidential authority for the project, 

General Wilson emphasized that no extra funds would be require, 
Other Air Force funds would be diverted to the nuclear project. 

May moved into June, and with it the Washington heat. June passed, 
and then July. There were no new fires under the nuclear plane project, 
Nothing happened until last week. Then, a Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Subcommittee decided the time had come to look into the matter publicly, 

The subcommittee heard Maj. Gen. Donald J. Keirn, USAF, Directo, 
of the Aircraft Nuclear Propulsion Program, recommend that two ey. 
perimental aircraft be developed immediately in order to start a flight 
test program which could get underway next year. But that was only 
half the story. In the other and more critical half, the subcommitte 
learned from Dr. Herbert F. York, Director of Defense Research anj 
Engineering, of a decision to defer the flight test program. The reason, 
he explained, was the need to establish the feasibility and potential 
usefulness of one nuclear power plant. 

It must be hoped that one dark day, a Soviet plane in a bomber 
configuration is not flying about the skies endlessly, without need of 
fuel, testing in that environment—and not in budget-pinched corridor 
—the feasibility and potential usefulness of nuclear power. 


We Applaud And Join A Commander’s Fight 


The integrity of promotion selection action in the Armed Force 
must depend on fair consideration for each and every person in uniform, 
When an injustice is done against an individual, the entire promotion 


structure is weakened. 


That is why we applaud and support the indomitable fight that 
Cdr. Edward W. Rawlins, USN-Ret., continues to wage, even after a decade 
of frustration, to rectify what he considers an injustice in his failure to 
be selected for the rank of captain. A former Chief of Naval Operations, 
Admiral Robert B. Carney, USN-Ret., has stated that, indeed, Com. 
mander Rawlins had run afoul of proper selection board procedures. 

The background of the case is reported on Page 6. THE JOURNAL 
does not intend to decide the merits of the case, namely whether or not 
Commander Rawlins should be a captain. That’s not for us to do. 

But we have said in the past, and now restate the obvious conclu: 
sion that Commander Rawlins has been buffeted about in rough waters. 
It’s enough to cite the instance of a Bureau of Naval Personnel spokes: 
man appearing before a selection board to advise the members that it 
was not necessary to promote the commander because Congressional re 
lief was forthcoming. The Navy, incidentally, opposed such relief on 
Capitol Hill, contending that board action was the way to handle the case. 

THE JOURNAL holds that the Bureau of Naval Personnel was off 
course when it made such a presentation to the board, particularly 80 
since the Congressional relief still remains to be achieved. 

Unless the Secretary of the Navy should intervene, and we don't 
believe that to be a likely action, it will be up to Congress to reconsider 
the Rawlins’ Case and to decide, once and for all, whether he should be 
promoted to captain or remain in the rank of commander. 

Certainly, there is precedent for such intervention. Congress did 
not hesitate to interfere with Navy selection board action affecting

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EUROPEAN OFFICE 
AIR RESEARCH AND 
DEVELOPMENT COMMAND

HEN the Air Research and Devel- 
opment Command established its 
furopean Office (EOARDC) at Brus- 
gis, Belgium, in 1952, no precedent for 
the contracting of foreign research on 
anextensive scale existed. The missions 
given the office were to (1) contract 
for research in support of ARDC, and, 
(2) enhance liaison with the European 
gientific community. 

The fact that EOARDC now admini- 
sers some 375 contracts at a face value 
gf about $8 milion dealing with basic 
ynlassified research work in 16 coun- 
tries of Europe and the Middle East is 
sibstantiation of both foresight and 
the known research capability of Eu- 
pean scientists. The added fact that 
BOARDC receives only voluntary funds 
fom ARDC laboratories after close 
gxamination of a foreign proposal fur- 
ther substantiates the high calibre of 
research work available in foreign lab- 
oratories. 


Army-Navy Follow 


Almost seven years of operation have 

developed an established pattern of op- 
eration which serves to integrate the 
research as part 
of the stateside 
program and in- 
sures that the 
permissive coop- 
erative aspects 
of basic research 
contracts are as- 
siduously main- 
tained.

eration. With the permission to engage 
in research contracting activities, 
granted by the local foreign office, two 
foreign government agencies become a 
part of the picture in the informational 
channel. The two agencies, one civil 
and one military, are those which direct 
the research activities of the foreign 
government. 


Work Is Open Book 


Since EOARDC conducts a basic un- 
classified research program, such in- 
terest by foreign government agencies 
is encouraged to the extent that the 
proposals received, the contracts writ- 
ten, the reports published are open 
books passed as required to all inter- 
ested government agencies in countries 
where EOARDC contracts, 

A further important link in the in- 
formational channel is the Armed 
Services Technical Information Agency 
(ASTIA). The fact that EOARDC fun- 
nels the results of the research con- 
tracts into ASTIA insures not only 
that interested commercial and DOD 
research agencies have the_ report 
available, but that all NATO countries 
obtain the results through the NATO 
ASTIA Tabulations. 

But foreign governments permitting 
EOARDC to contract with universities, 
where 95% of all EOARDC contracts 
lie, are not only interested in the final 
report but also in the fact that salaries 
paid should not be inflationary in any 
sense, and that scientists must not be 
recruited for U.S. laboratories by EO- 
ARDC. Both items are strictly agreed 
to and followed. In fact the support of 
research in Europe insures the reten- 
tion of scientists in situations rather 
than encouraging them to search for 
greener fields elsewhere. 

Having agreed to these uniformly 
encountered requirements of the for- 
eign government, EOARDC is prepared 
to discuss with institution directors and 
the scientist at the bench the research 
interests and methods of the Air Force. 
Diplomatic and informational channels 
established, it remains to cover the 
third—the technical link. 

In talking to the scientist, outstand- 
ing unclassified basic research which 
fits as a part of the stateside program 
is the goal. Such a goal seems to be 
achieved most readily by explaining the 
general interests of ARDC and request- 
ing that a proposal be made by the 
scientist if he is interested. This is 
most easily achieved by discussions 
with people already working in the

technical field of interest and EOARDC 
has some 12 technical officers to do this 
as well as the technical monitoring of 
contracts. 

Covering a geographic area larger 
than that of the United States with 12 
technical officers requires considerable 
travel—approximately 30% of the oflfi- 
cer’s time, In the process almost every 
research institute from Norway to 
Spain and Ireland to Israel has been 
visited. When a scientist submits a pro- 
posal for work, and these days an aver- 
age of 25 a month come in, the techni- 
cal officer evaluates it and if worthy 
sends it to the appropriate ARDC 
laboratory for detailed technical eval- 
uation and funding. Thus, since EO- 
ARDC has no funds of its own, the 
proposal must stand on an evaluation 
in an ARDC laboratory and funding 
which comes directly from the labora- 
tory budget. Only if the laboratory 
technically approves the proposal and 
forwards the funds does EOARDC 
write a contract. 


$20,000 Average 


The spectrum of contracts shown 
herewith illustrates the diversification 
of effort expected where only parts of 
a program are purchased away from 
home. The average contract is small, 
$20,000, and represents a large return 
for the money. 

Writing and administering these con- 
tracts is the job of some six officers in 
the Directorate of Procurement. Their 
job includes writing about 250 contracts 
including extensions a year and ad- 
ministering the 350 in effect. All agree- 
ments made with host countries must 
be rigorously followed and the con- 
tracting travel is equal to that required 
from technical officers. 

Frequently research contracts are 
written on a cooperative basis whereby 
the institution furnishes equipment and

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salaries are covered by the contract 
funds. Aspects of salaries, overhead, 
travel, publications, patents and equip- 
ment form a part of every contract 
negotiation. 

EOARDC accomplishes the liaison 
mission in several ways. Since estab- 
lishment in 1952 some 300 foreign 
scientists have been sent to the United 
States for visits. Generally such visits 
of 30 days or less include discussions 
at the ARDC laboratory sponsoring the 
work, lectures, and visits to other US. 
laboratories and universities. All for- 
eign scientists receive round-trip tick- 
ets and return to the laboratory of 
origin. Some 500 foreign scientists have 
visited EOARDC in Brussels to discuss 
contracts and support. In equal num- 
bers U.S. scientists are routed to for- 
eign laboratories and scientific meet- 
ings. 

To further promote the flow of scien- 
tific information, EOARDC operates a 
technical library. From published bibli- 
ographies and the ASTIA Tabulations, 
contractors and interested laboratories 
may obtain reports ,on loan or perma- 
nent retention. 

EOARDC operates with a total of 
57 people—25 officers, 13 airmen and 19 
civilians and costs the Air Force ap- 
proximately $500,000 a year including 
military pay. To accomplish the ex- 
tensive travel required, the C-47 as- 
signed to the office is flown about 45 
hours per month. All seven pilots get 
their flying time in performing the 
other duties for which they are quali- 
fied. 

Considering the strong position of 
Europe in all research fields, the 
growth of the program in basic re- 
search should surprise few. Establish- 
ing a method of operation has been 
achieved with no precedent, but the 
results are establishing the sound 
judgment exhibited in 1952 when 
A'RDC decided that the linking of re- 
search elements throughout the West- 
ern World was essential.

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SECRETARY OF DEFENSE McELROY CAN COUNT on 
being asked at his next news conference if he now thinks 
that the Armed Forces budget can absorb a $12.5 million 
pricetag for retired pay equalization between 1 January- 

30 June 1960. President Eisenhower (see Page 1) says he 
is “not yet pursuaded” that the Pentagon’s insistence it 
cannot handle the $25 million annual cost “is fully tenable.” 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER OBVIOUSLY IS HOPEFUL 
Secretary McElroy and his associates belatedly will 
advise him that, indeed, it will be possible to absorb this 
pay adjustment, just as the Services in the past have 
absorbed millions of dollars in military and civilian pay 
adjustments. Such a report to the Pentagon from the White 
House would strengthen the Administration’s fight against 
inflationary pressures, since there would then be no re- 
quirement to seek additional Federal funds. 


EVEN IF SECRETARY McELROY REMAINS ADAMANT that the 
Defense Department can’t find the necessary money to eliminate retired 
pay inequities, the President has made it clear that he will ask Congress 
for remedial legislation and will seek whatever supplemental funds 

are needed. Then, of course, Congress if it so desired, could pass a bill 
that would require pay equalization, but which would direct that the 
cost be absorbed by the Defense Department. 


THERE SEEMS TO BE STRONG REASON to speculate that Secretary 
McElroy, in the wake of the new White House statement, will order 
his people to take a new look at the budget for fiscal 60. And the 
chances are at least 50-50 that this new study will bring the conclusion 
that the retired pay equalization cost can be absorbed. 


A PERSISTENT HIGH TURNOVER RATE among aircraft carrier 
crews is hurting Naval combat effectiveness. A Journal reporter aboard 
the Intrepid of the Sixth Fleet (see Page 3) learned that during 1958 
this attack carrier, with a ship’s complement of about 1,850, received 
1,563 sailors and transferred 1,259. The net gain has been erased. 
Through the first six months of ’59, the Intrepid lost 614 enlisted men, 
received 441. 


AIRCRAFT CARRIER OFFICERS attribute poor living conditions aboard 
aging ships, coupled with heavy operational demands, as a major 
factor in the retention problem. Aboard the Intrepid, communications 
department members have been standing 12 hour watches, followed by 12 
hours off, then 12 on again. LCdr. Ben Martin of the attack carrier 
Franklin D. Roosevelt told newsmen that the re-up rate aboard his 

ship has been hurt by the fact that the FDR during the past year has 
spent only 47 days in her homeport of Mayport, Fla. 


IT WILL BE SURPRISING in the months ahead if Naval leaders do not 
strengthen their pleas for increased ship construction funds with 
presentations to Congress and the American people concerning the 
drastic impact on combat effectiveness from poor living conditions 
aboard many vessels. One example: the modernization of the Intrepid, 
whose construction was started in 1941, required installation of steam 
catapults. The catapults used 60 gallons of water per shot. As a result, 
there are frequent occasions when the Intrepid must go on water 
rations, including a shutdown of the ship’s laundry. 


THE HEBERT SUBCOMMITTEE INQUIRY brought interesting testi- 
mony 29 July from Executive Director Robert N. McFarlane of the 
National Security Industrial Association. He noted that the Association, 
founded in 1944 as the Navy Industrial Association, had never before 
appeared before a Congressional Committee to testify regarding im- 
pending legislation. The Association, said its Executive Director, “has 
consistently directed its activities to providing the military services 
with access to industrial knowledge and talent applicable to problems 
submitted by the services through our extensive Advisory Committee 
Program.” He said that NSIA has five retired military officers on its 
staff. “Each of them,” it was stated, “is considered to have talents and 
experience not generally available without lifelong familiarity with 
military matters.” 


WHEN IT COMES TO SERVICE ACADEMIES, the Blake family is 
unified all the way.

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THERE WILL BE A SHARP UPTURN in Navy-Marine Corps retire. 
ments before the start of winter. First off, the “hump” bill (see 
Page 1), now certain to be enacted into law this month, will mean 
accelerated retirement for many of the approximately 4000 
commanders (lieutenant colonels) and captains (colonels) who are 
affected by its provisions. On top of this, the Senate Armed Service 
Commi.tee’s action in eliminating “tombstone” promotions, 
effective 1 November, (see Page 28), undoubtedly will prompt scores 
of other officers to seek retirement before that date. 


THERE’S NO QUESTION that Navy and Marine Corps officers, eligible 
for one-rank advancement upon retirement if they were commended 
for combat action prior to 1 January 1947, have held an advantage over 
Army and Air Force officers who are not eligible for the increased 
rank. This disparity is what prompted the Senate Committee to 
to declare an end to “tombstone” promotions. Senators noted that only 
271 of 1680 flag officers on the Navy retired list as of 31 May had 
served on active duty in their retired rank. 


THE DEFENSE DEPARTMENT had hoped as a matter of Sea Service 
equity, the Senate Committee would permit continuation of 
the “tombstone” authority until all persons eligible had been retired, 
But the Committee forced the issue. It demanded to knok whether the 
Pentagon favored extension of the promotion authority to the Army 
and Air Force. The answer was “no.” That killed the 
“tombstone” advancements. 


THE COAST GUARD ALMOST HAD EXCLUSIVE retention of 
“tombstone” promotion authority when the Senate Armed Services 
Committee erased retirement up-grades for the Navy and Marine Corps, 
Temporarily overlooked, the Coast Guard was added to the repeal 
language in hasty floor action. 


THE 68TH CONGRESS in 1925 authorized the first “tombstone” 
promotion (see Page 23) for a distinguished Naval officer.

Short Tells Committee 


Of Commander’s Role In Manpower Use 


It is up to the “integrity, ability and 
interest” of each individual Army com- 
mander to correct abuses in the use of 
military manpower. 

This was brought home forcefully to 
the House Armed Services Manpower 
Subcommittee by Assistant Army Secre- 
tary (MP&R) Dewey Short during hear- 
ings 28 July. 

Mr. Short said that within the Army, 
“as within any large and widespread or- 
ganization, some malutilization of person- 
nel not only may, but does occur in 
isolated instances ... when existing pol- 
icies are misinterpreted or improperly 
applied.” 

He said that any such occurrence is 
“too often,” however. 

To correct these instances of maluse of 
personnel, the Army conducts a number 
of reviews, surveys, and inspections, in- 
cluding the periodic and detailed inspec- 
tions of the Inspector General, Mr. Short 
said. 

But, he emphasized, “the man who can 





really go out and eradicate these abuses 
is the commander himself.” 

He said that this, like morality and 
sobriety, could not be legislated from 
above. “There are some things,” he said, 
“that even the Secretary of the Army 
can’t do.” 

Mr. Short pointed out that a basic ob- 
jective of manpower management in the 
Army is to obtain the highest number of 
operating forces. 

Its success in meeting this objective, 
he said, is “indicated by the fact that 
64% of the Army’s total strength is cur- 
rently found in its operating forces. This 
compares with 62.5% in FY ’58 and 
58.8% in 1953 during the Army’s opera- 
tions in Korea,” 

Commenting on charges that some 
Army enlisted men were being used 's 
“servants” for high ranking officers, 
Mr. Short countered that “everybody’s a 
servant, from the general down to the 
rear ranks.”

New Army Nurse Chief Tells Desires

Since the Army Nurse Corps is a com- 
pletely volunteer organization, Colonel 
Harper says, its recruiting program has 
to depend almost entirely on arousing 
the interest of young nursing students 
and graduate nurses. 

Through the Army Student Nurse Pro- 
gram and the effects of the 1957 Nurse 
and Medical Specialist Career Legisla- 
tion, there has been considerable prog- 
ress in improving the attractiveness of 
Army nursing as a career field for young 
women. 

In this regard, she says, 
have made more of a gain than our 
ures show.” 

Balancing improved retention rates 
for younger nurses, she says, is the 
forced retirement of Regular Army ma- 
jors after 25 years promotion list service 
and lieutenant colonels after 28 years.

roval Of WAAC Credit Bill Will Boost 


Pay Of 984 Officers And Enlisted Women 


Former members of the WAAC who 
later served or currently are serving as 
WAC, WAVES, WAF, Women Marines 
or SPARS, finally are going to receive 
full credit for their WWII service. 

The action will mean longevity pay in- 
crease for 419 officers and 565 enlisted 
women on active duty and about 38 on the 
retired list. 

Both the House and Senate Armed 
Services Committee, which have had dif- 
ficulty getting together in previous years, 
have approved legislation to credit 
WAAC service as “active military duty.” 

Most of those still on active duty who 
had former WAAC service are in the 
Army. They will receive pay increases 
totaling $61,953. Many also are serving 
in the Air Force and they will receive 
pay increases of $38,698. 

In addition, there are 76 retired mem- 
bers of the WAC and WAF of whom an 
estimated 50% will be moved into the 
next higher pay bracket for computation 
of retired pay. They will receive pay in- 
creases estimated at about $14,000. 


The Women’s Army Auxliary Corps was 
authorized in May 1942 and provided, in 
part, that the corps was not part of the 
Army, but “the only women’s organiza- 
tion authorized to serve with the Army, 
exclusive of the Army Nurse corps.” 

Thus the status of the WAAC members 
contrasted with that of members of the 
WAVES, Women Marines and SPARS 
who served in their respective services 
on a military basis rather than as an 
auxiliary. 

After approximately a year’s experi- 
ence with the WAAC, the War Depart- 
ment urged enactment of new legisla- 
tion to drop the auxiliary aspect of the 
corps and to place it in the Army. How- 
ever, no provision was made to convey 
retroactivel to 14 May 1942, a military 


status on service performed in the 
WAAC, 
Consequently, those who initially 


served in the WAAC and subsequently 
continued to serve in the Army or one 
of the other Services, do not now receive 
credit for their WAAC service, whereas 


women who initially served in the 
WAVES, Women Marines or SPARS re- 
ceived credit for all their service. 

Congressional approval of the bill— 
now seen certain—will enable former 
members of the WAAC who later per- 
formed active service in one of the Armed 
Forces to credit the service as active mili- 
tary duty for all purposes except promo- 
tion, 

The most siginficant result is that 
those affected may receive credit for as 
much as 16 months of service for longevi- 
ty pay purposes, This time also will be 
used in determining the length of serv- 
ice for mandatory retirement purposes 
and in computing the amount of retire- 
ment pay to which the persons involved 
are entitled when mandatorily retired. 

The measure (HR 3321) is expected to 
win quick approval on the Senate floor 
and will then go to the White House for 
the President’s signature.

Here are highlights of Admiral 
Houser’s testimony and that of other 
witnesses who testified before the Sub- 
committee in the current round of 
the hearings: 

The conflict-of-interest laws are 
overlapping and outmoded; many are 
discriminatory. “Some of the restric- 
tive provisions need to be repealed 
and others modified so as to preserve 
only such restrictions as are necessary 
to the interests of the Government, 
bearing in mind the right of the indi- 
viduals affected to apply their talents 
in gainful employment after their 
separation from active service.” 

Although retired officers and other 
citizens are subject to the criminal 
statutes which provide penalties for 
wrongdoing in dealings with the Gov- 
ernment, Regular retired officers “are 
the only ones who are subjected to 








! a prohibition against dealing with the 


Federal Government, irrespective of 
whether or not those dealings are hon- 
est or in violation of our criminal 
laws.” 

The special “sales” prohibition im- 
posed on Regular Navy and Marine 
Corps officers “is an unnecessary 
and unjustified discrimination which 
should be repealed.” And, in view of 
the “greatly extended application of 
the provision” resulting from a Comp- 
troller General decision, “the repeal of 
this law should be made retroactive.” 

If Congress should decide that there 
must be some time lag between active 
employment by the Federal Govern- 
ment and the time when individuals 
may take jobs with industry, the lag 
should “be made uniform” for all for- 
mer Government employees, 


The Retired Officers Asosciation is 
convinced that “far from exercising 
any undue influence upon their for- 
mer associates still in service, retired 
officers of the Regular Services would 
studiously avoid any action which 
could be regarded as such.”

His re- 
tired pay is $12,150. 

Admiral Mumma is Vice Presi- 
dent in charge of engineering for 
the Worthington Corp., at a salary 
of $30,000. His retired pay is $12,- 
000. 

Admiral Murray is an Avco con- 
sultant. He receives $90 a day for 
each day that he works, with a ceil- 
ing of $10,800. His retired pay is 
$11,168.

Chairman F, Edward Hébert (D-La) 
asked General Irvine, if it wouldn’t be 
to the advantage of the competitors of 
Avco “to have a man of your ability and 
know-how ?” 

General Irvine said, “I would certainly 
think so, But there is one thing I would 
like to add to this, Periodically within 
the Air Force, and ARDC, our contractors 
are called in and briefed on what we 
think are the next requirements for the 
Air Force, So whatever came out of any 
meeting we had on the Air Staff of the 
establishment of requirements of a 10- 
year plan looking ahead—this is fairly 
freely given to our senior manufacturers 
periodically by ARDC, with a briefing on 
what they think the present state of the 
art is, and what could be done next. So 
the sort of knowledge you are talking 
about is not confined in the head of any 
one man.” 

General Irvine said he thinks it doesn’t 
“make any sense for a man who is only 
60 years old, who spent his life in trying 
to determine what the future require- 
ments are and how to solve them, to 
lay down and die or run a filling station.” 

He testified that Air Force contracts 
are not negotiated at the Washington 
level and that the Air Staff in appraising 
proposed contracts “doesn’t know which 
companies are which.” He said the pro- 
cedure “is a cold-blooded evaluation.”

THE JOURNAL’S authoritative informa- 
tion is that the President’s endorsement 
has paved the way for fast action, and 
that only failure of Pentagon leadership 
to follow through effectively could result 
in extended delays after January. 


The Budget Bureau obviously will sup- 
port pay equalization now that the Presi- 
dent has stated his position. Certainly, 
the Budget Bureau and the President 
will be most pleased if the Defense De- 
partment discovers that it can find the 
money in the budget—at least $12.5 mil- 
lion to cover the period from 1 January 
1960 to the end of this fiscal year on 30 
June. 


Representative Paul Kilday (D-Tex.), 
whose House Armed Services Subcommit- 
tee will handle the pay adjustment hear- 
ing, says he supports the President’s con- 
tention that the pay adjustment should 
be made. 


There has been to date no significant 
opposition of any kind to pay equaliza- 
tion for members of the Armed Forces 
retired before 1 June 1958. Scores of 
legislators have endorsed such legisla- 
tion. 


Now it remains to be seen how force- 
ful and effective Secretary of Defense 
McElroy and the other Pentagon leaders 
will be in giving support to the Presi- 
dent’s expression that the pay adjustment 
should be made. 








VAdm. Will Of American Export Lines 
Calls “Dual” Laws “Completely Unfair” 


VAdm., John M, Will, USN-Ret., former 
head of the Military Sea Transportation 
Service, is now President of American Ex- 
port Lines at a salary of $55,000 per year. 
His retired pay is $13,500. 

He told the Committee that, before he 
decided to retire he talked to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and the Chief of Naval 
Operations about his offer from the ship- 
ping firm, After ascertaining that there 
was little prospect of a four-star Naval 
assignment, he decided to take the job. 

At that time, he said, he appointed a 
special board to handle all future MSTS 
relations with American Export Lines. 


Questioned about the dual-employment, 
dual-compensation laws, Admiral Will 
testified that he has “always felt that 
they worked undue hardships on retired 
personnel and were completely unfair not 
only to retired personnel but to the Gov- 
ernment.” These statutes “deny the Gov- 


ernment the services of many fine peo- 
ple,” he said. 

The Admiral said he is “against legis- 
lative action to govern the employment 
of retired personnel,” and he cannot un- 
derstand “why we insist on pushing re- 
tired officers off into industry.” He said 
all prohibitions should be wiped off the 
books. 

Admiral Will said there is nothing 
“protective” about the dual-employment 
laws, that they are “negative legislation” 
and he “would be heartily in favor of 
anything that would bring uniformity 
and that would protect individuals 
against undue restrictions.” 


If he had been able to take a Govern- 
ment job which promised to be challeng- 
ing and interesting, Admiral Will said he 
would have preferred continued Govern- 
ment employment “because Government 





has been my life.”

President’s Letter 
To B/G Boye 
“Dear Fred: 


“I am sorry that there has been no 
follow-up to my letter to you of May 
fourth until now, but I assure you 
that the subject of pay for retired 
members of the armed services has 
been under constant study. 

“It is my conviction that the ad- 
justment you have called for should 
be made. In recent weeks the pos- 
sibility of making this adjustment by 
having the Department of Defense 
absorb the approximately $25 million 
a year added cost has been under 
careful investigation. The Department 
is insistent that this additional cost 
cannot be absorbed within its person- 
nel budget. I am not yet persuaded 


that this position is fully tenable, but 
for the moment I am thereby con- 
fronted with the decision whether to 


urge a supplemental appropriation to 
remedy this flaw, or to defer correc- 
tive action until next year’s program 
which will be submitted to Congress 
six months hence. 


“I have determined upon the latter 
course inasmuch as I am confronted 
by an exceedingly difficult struggle 
with special interest groups of various 
types and, indeed, with persistent pres- 
sures throughout the government to 
expand heavily all areas of public 
spending, with no comparable enthu- 
siasm for providing additional rev- 
enues. My own breaching of my 1960 
budget, at this juncture, by the sub- 
mission of a supplemental appropria- 
tion request, would be a grave dis- 
service to everyone by releasing the 
restraints that continued insistence 
upon budget balance imposes upon in- 
flationary pressures, I would add that 
the loss of this struggle against the 
continuing depreciation of our cur- 
rency would inflict hardships falling 


most severely upon our retired citi- 
zens, including the military. 
“This reasoning leads me to the con- 


clusion that we should ask for the 
authorization next January and in the 
meantime determine whether the De- 
fense Department could absorb the 
cost from January first onward. If 
this is found impossible, then my next 
budget will include the appropriation 
item, as well as the authorizing leg- 
islation.

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Fewer Planes At More Bases Boost SAC’s “Reflex Power” In NATO Area; 
16th Air Force And 7th Air Division Demonstrate The New Concept 


th Air Division 
Has Missile Role 


SouTH RUISLIP, ENGLAND 


HE Soviets may have difficulties 

pronouncing Greenham Common and 
Bruntingthorpe, Brize Norton and Mil- 
denhall, but there’s no question its mili- 
tary strategists must worry about these 
and four other 7th Air Division bases 
in the United Kingdom. 

For on each of Maj. Gen. William H. 
Blanchard’s 7th Air Division bases, 
SAC “Reflex” bombers are maintained 
in a combat-ready posture at the end 
of runways around the clock. 

In past years, the practice of the 
Strategic Air Command was to deploy 
men, aircraft, and equipment overseas 
in wing strength, 

Normally, there was one wing in the 
U.K. at any one time. 

Now, it’s different. 

SAC’s “Alert” concept, which accents 
dispersal, places only a relatively small 
number of bombers on any single base 
in the U.K. The same is true for Spain 
and Morocco (see adjacent story), as 
well as the SAC bases in Alaska and 
the Pacific. 

The 7th Air Division, in addition to 
the bases mentioned above, has bombers 
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from seven separate ZI wings at Upper 
Hayford, Lakenhearth, Fairford and 
Chelveston. 

(Details concerning “Reflex” are told 
in the Sixteenth Air Force report). 

General Blanchard’s division has one 
mission that is unique among SAC 
units, This is the responsibility for 
carrying out the American provisions 
of the Anglo-American Missile Agree- 
ment. 

Although careful to emphasize that 
it is up to the British to specify the 
operational readiness of the Thor squad- 
rons in the U.K., General Blanchard 
reports that outstanding progress has 
been made. 

He has no dispute whatsoever with 
RAF officials (see Page 2) who say that 
the Thor is capable today of “being 
fired in anger” from the U.K., if neces- 
sary, and that more Thor squadrons 
will be ready shortly.

SAC’s “Reflex” Plan keeps combat-ready crews on the run around the world, but 
their loaded planes are kept always on their marks. A highlight of the USAF-spon- 
sored National Media Tour to Europe recently was the disclosure of details con- 
cerning the new operational concept at Sixteenth Air Force Headquarters at Torrejon 
AB, Spain, and at 7th Air Division Headquarters at South Ruislip, England. 

From bases in Spain and Morocco, the Sixteenth can launch bombers in a matter 
of five or six minutes against pre-determined enemy targets, and the same is true 


for the 7th in the United Kingdom.

Fleet should have an additional carrier 
assigned. 

Admiral Ekstrom also reiterates Ad-

Normal strength of the Sixth Fleet 
is about 50 ships manned by 25,000 men, 
organized into three main functional 
task forces. 

These are the Attack Carrier Strik- 
ing Force (Task Group 60), with the two 
carriers, two or three cruisers, and 20 
destroyers; the Amphibious Force (Task 
Force 61) which has a reinforced Ma- 
rine Corps battalion landing team of 
about 1,800 men; and the Service Force 
(Task Force 63), which provides a float- 
ing base enabling the fleet to stay at 
sea for indefinite periods of time. 

Admiral Ekstrom says that the con- 
stantly moving Sixth Fleet denies te 
the Soviets any certainty of zeroing-in 
on retaliatory bases—a vital advantage 
in the Missile Age. 

Operating under the Commander-in- 
Chief U. S. Naval Forces Eastern At- 
lantic and Mediterranean, Admiral 
Robert Dennison, the Sixth Fleet, in 
time of war, would be placed under the 
CINCSOUTH NATO Commander at 
Naples, who happens to be at this time 
Admiral Charles R. Brown, the former 
Sixth Fleet chief, 

An indication of the busy action of 
the Sixth Fleet is the fact that during 
recent months the Intrepid has been 
moving an average of about 500 miles 
a day. At her top speed of 31 knots, 
she can cover 720 miles in a 24-hour 
period. 

For Cdr. Harry J. Krapf, jr., the In- 





trepid’s Engineer Officer, the steaming 
schedule poses serious maintenance 
problems. These have been aggravated 
because lack of funds has forced the 
Navy during the past several years to

Cdr. M. W. Cagle, Executive Officer, 
who was to be succeeded by Cdr.

want him to know it,” General Mooney 
declared, 

Under the “Reflex” plan, put into 
effect as a result of the Soviet missile 
gains, SAC no longer deploys an entire 
wing to an overseas base for temporary 
duty operational training. 

Instead, a limited number of bombers 
are sent to a base overseas, Crews stay 
three weeks, but the planes are rotated 
every two weeks. That provides rest 
periods for crewmen who are either on 
24-hour duty for a week at a time or 
are off an entire week. 

While on duty, all members of a crew 
must remain together. If one goes swim- 
ming, all go swimming, 

The crews have complete freedom of 
the base, moving about in specially 
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designated cars or station wagons and 
always with their flight clothes on or, 
as in the case of swimming pool, quick- 
ly at hand, 

At the sound of a klaxon—it can come 
at any time, day or night—the crews 
jump into their vehicles and move to 
their aircraft. There is no traffic prob- 
lem; blinking signs issue the order: 
“Yield to Reflex.” 

The crews never know when the 
klaxon sounds what kind of alert they 
face—Alfa, Bravo, Coca, or the designa- 
tion that would send atomic-armed 
bombers into the air against pre-speci- 
fied targets. 

The Alfa alert calls for the crew to 
get to the plane, saddle up, and check 
with the tower, which advises them 
there is “no work today.” 

In the Bravo alert, the procedure is 
the same except that the engines must 
be fired. 

The Coca alert goes further, After the 
engines are fired, the tower advises the 
aircraft commander that he is “clear to 
taxi.” Then, the plane is taxied to the 
end of the runway, where the throttles 
are advanced, after which the word 
comes that “nobody’s made today, go 
home.” 

From the sound of the klaxon until 
the bombers are airborne requires a 
maximum of 15 minutes; sometimes 
only six minutes are needed. 

Escorting the visiting newsmen on a 
tour of Torrejon, Col, James M. Smith, 
Base Commander, who with General 
Mooney and Col. Ernest Hardin, Six- 
teenth Air Force Deputy Commander, 
has the authority to call an alert, set 
the klaxons off at 1517. Eight minutes 
later, the first plane was ready to take 
off.

THE “TOMBSTONE” 
STORY 


OW did “tombstone” promotion 
legislation come about? 

In 1925, a distinguished Naval 
officer, Capt. Douglas E, Dismukes, 
was forced to retire for age, During 
WW I, he won the Distinguished 
Service Medal and a Letter of Com- 
mendation from the War Depart- 
ment for bringing the United 
States ship Vernon safely into port 
after she had been torpedoed by 
the enemy on 5 September 1918. 


Since the Captain had such an 
honorable and gallant service rec- 
ord, many of his friends felt that 
he should be rewarded for services 
to his country. They brought the 
matter to the attention of the 68th 
Congress which enacted legislation 
moving him up to the rank of rear 
admiral, lower half. 


The Act of 3 March 1925 read: 


“That in recognition of his gallant 
and conspicuous service in bringing the 
United States ship Vernon safely into 
port after that vessel was torpedoed 
on September 5, 1918, Captain Douglas 

Dismukes, United States Navy, 
when retired in accordance with the 
provisions of existing law, shall be 
placed on the retired list with the rank 
of rear admiral and with the retired 
pay of the lower half of that rank."’ 

At the same time, the 68th Congress 
provided that all officers ‘‘who have 
been specifically commended for their 
performance of duty in actual combat 
with the enemy during the World War, 
by the head of the Executive Depart- 
ment under whose jurisdiction such du- 
ty was performed, when retired by 
reason of age ineligibility for promo- 
tion, shall be placed on the retired list 
with the rank of the next higher grade 
and with three-fourths of the pay they 
would have received if not advanced in 
it. 

Over the years, a series of amend- 
ments bordered the authority for

Martin Wins New Nuclear Seaplane 
Navy Contract For Airframe Design Study 


The Navy has awarded The Martin 
Company a $127,000 research and devel- 
opment contract to study airframe de- 
signs for a nuclear powered anti-subma- 
rine warfare seaplane. 

W. G. Street, Propulsion Department 
Manager in Martin’s Nuclear Division, 
said the design studies will be based 
around an aircraft using turboprop en- 
gines. He said the contract will be in ef- 
fect for a year, and brings to a total of 
more than $1,500,000 the dollar value of 
contracts which The Martin Company 
has received for nuclear seaplane studies 
since 1953. 

The contract is part of an over-all 
Navy program which VAdm, J. T. Hay- 
ward, Navy research chief, described to 
Congress last April as “an orderly R. & D. 





program of materials, components and 
engine development” aimed at putting 
a nuclear seaplane in the air by 1964, 

Admiral Hayward said the Navy’s 1960 
fiscal year nuclear seaplane program in- 
volves a total expenditure of $2 million, 
and that the total amount expended by 
the Navy for the fiscal years 1955-1959 
amounted to $12.4 million, 

Mr. Street said Martin’s design studies 
for an ASW nuclear seaplane will con- 
centrate primary attention on propul- 
sion work under way elsewhere on de- 
velopment of an indirect cycle engine. 

In his testimony before Congress, Ad- 
miral Hayward said the Navy considers 
the indirect cycle engine, as opposed to 
the direct air cycle engine, more applica- 
ble for Navy nuclear seaplane missions.

years, instead of 11 as the Navy re- 
quested. 

A new “repeal” section was added 
eliminating future “tombstone” promo- 
tions in the Navy, Marine Corps, and 
Coast Guard. 

The final bill also dropped House lan- 
guage permitting officers to elect to re- 
ceive their force-out-payment over a 
three-year period to avoid an excessive 
tax-bite. 

In cutting-back the force-out payments, 
the Senate Committee said it believes the 
flat sum is “more equitable” and prefera- 
ble to the House-approved graduated for- 
mula based on rank and length of service, 
inasmuch as these factors are unrelated 
to the readjustment conditions which 
officers face upon leaving military serv- 
ice. 

The language to deny force-out pay 
to “officers whose record of performance 
on a quality control basis would not 
justify their continuation on active duty” 
even if there was no hump problem, was 
added, the Committee said, to “provide a 
uniform standard for this category of 
officers for all the military Services.” 

The action was designed to bring the 
Navy-Marine “hump” measure and the 
all-Service “White Charger” plan into 
greater conformity. Officers forced to re-

the “design and development” require- 
ment, and restrict the authority solely 
to procurement. Chairman Vinson ac- 
cepted this compromise after obtaining 
further agreement to postpone actual 
initiation of the controls until the be- 
ginning of the 87th Congress.

The force-out pay for others in the 
Navy-Marine Corps “hump” group is not 
to be “considered a precedent,” however, 
the Committee said. 

The Senate group noted that there is 
no statutory obligation to provide the 
lump-sum payment for the noncontinued 
Regular officers, but “at the same time 
this necessary legislation, in altering the 
normal retirement points for these offi- 
cers, creates some hardship in changing 
the long-term career plans of these offi- 
cers.” 

The Committee said the purpose of the 
payment “is to provide some assistance in 
adjusting to the necessary changes in 
their return to civilian life.” 

The force-out pay will be in addition 
to retired pay which all of the officers 
will receive based on their actual years 
of service at time of retirement. 

The Navy had asked and the House 
had approved a 1970 cutoff date for the 
special hump authority, This was cut to 
30 June 1965 in the Senate, If necessary, 
the Navy can ask for an extension, the 
Committee said, “if conditions at a later 
date justify the need as contemplated by 
present plans.” 

The bill is expected to be signed by 
the President without delay.

United States, including the number of 
each type and kind procured and the cost 
thereof and the number of each type and 
kind proposed to be procured and the 
estimated cost thereof. 

“B—No funds may be appropriated 
after 31 December 1960, to or for the use 
of any Armed Force of the United States 
for the procurement of aircraft, missiles 
or Naval vessels unless the appropriation 
of such funds has been authorized by 
legislation enacted after such date.” 

The interim “breaking-in” period, to 
be utilized for one year before the new 
controls take full effect, is designed to 
give the House and Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committees ample opportunity to 
perfect procedures to handle the new leg- 
islation. 

Capitol sources said the future missile, 
aircraft and ship authorization bills prob- 
ably will be handled as separate meas- 
ures, or possibly missiles and aircraft 
combined, and ships in a separate bill.

Aerojet Gets Army Prime Contract 


For Rocket Test Stand At Edwards AFB 


Aerojet-General Corporation of Azusa, 
Calif., has received a prime contract from 
the Army Corps of Engineers Los Angeles 
District Office for design of a six-million- 
pound-thrust rocket test stand to be built 
at Edwards AFB, Calif. 

Aerojet’s Facilities Engineering Divi- 
sion, managed by B. F. Rose, jr., has been 
given prime responsibility for the over- 
all design of the test stand and its sup- 
port facilities. These facilities include in- 
strumentation and systems for handling 
fuel, oxidizer, pressurized gas, water, elec- 
trical power distribution, etc, 

The Sverdrup and Parcel Engineering 
Company of San Francisco is associated 
with Aerojet in the project and will per- 
form the detail structural design of the 
stand structure and certain civil design 
portions. 

Initial construction plans call for a two- 
position test stand capable of handling 





two NASA 1,500,000-pound-thrust liquid- 
rocket engines, The stand will ultimately 
be expanded to a single-position test bay 
which will support a cluster of four of 
these giant rockets being fired simul- 
taneously. 


This concrete and steel] stand, perched 
on the side of a rocky cliff, will tower 
eight stories high and have a 60-foot 
square opening for the rocket engines’ 
fiery exhaust. To dampen the rockets’ 
hot breath, 75,000 gallons of water per 
minute will be dumped on the deflection 
apron during a test firing. A basin below 
the test stand will collect the water for 
re-use, 


Construction of this multimillion-dol- 
lar test facility is expected to start the 
latter part of this year. When completed, 
it will be the largest and strongest rocket 
test stand in the free world. 





Magniphase System 
Protects Transmission Line 


Continental Electronics Manufactur-

Army Permits Peek At Its Big Snoop; 
New Radar Has Keen Combat Eyes 


The Army this week demonstrated at 
Ft. Myer, Va., a new ultra-sensitive front- 
line radar with ears which in daylight, 
fog or darkness can spot targets such 
as a tank, truck, jeep, or crawling soldier 
at a distance of 10 to 15 miles. 

The new radar is part of an overall 
program under direction of the Combat 
Surveillance Agency (THE JOURNAL 25 
July) and was developed jointly by the 
Army Signal Research and Development 
Laboratory at Ft. Monmouth, N., J., and 
o Hazeltine Corporation of Little Neck,

The set will spot a rolling tank, truck 
or jeep at ten miles, or a soldier crawling 
on the ground two miles away. The Army 
said these are average distances over 
typical battle terrain. 

In one test, under ideal conditions, 
the set spotted a _ soldier walking 
15 miles away. 

Each type of target produces a charac- 
teristic sound in the radar. An experi- 
enced operator can distinguish the sound 
made by a walking soldier, the two-toned 
whistle of a tank, the steady whine of a 
truck or jeep, a chorus of sounds created 
by a patrol of soldiers, and the pulsating 
rumble indicating soldiers in marching 





formation. 

In addition to the sounds, the operator 
can watch the set’s radar scope to get 
more precise information on a target’s 
position and direction of movement. 

The set scans a 30-degree sector of a 
battlefield. When the operator hears g 
suspicious motion, he can narrow the 
radar beam and zero in on the target, A 
tiny indicator light mounted under a map 
of the area shows the object’s position 
while numerical dials show the target's 
exact position. This information can be 
used for rapid placement of artillery fire 
or other tactical measures. 

This latest development will provide 
the Army with the only ground-to-ground 
radar which can detect moving targets 
at such long range and which can operate 
in fog or darkness, the Pentagon said, 

The movement monitor, which can be 
set up in a frontline position in less than 
half an hour, is made up of a portable 
shelter containing the controls and dis. 
plays, and a separate antenna mounted 
inside a five-foot plastic bubble on a 2. 
foot pole at a strategic remote position, 

The entire system can be packed in the 
shelter for rapid transportation by heli- 
copter or on a small two-wheel trailer,

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Hundreds In Three Sea Services Will Lose 


Hundreds of Navy and Marine Corps | 
“hump” officers will lose their chance 
at “tombstone” promotions unless they 
retire before 1 November. Thousands of 
other eligible officers will be denied such | 
advancements. 

On that date—under the terms of a 
new section added to the “hump” bill by 
the Senate—authority for “tombstone” 
promotion is repealed. 

Those already up-graded on the retired 
list by virtue of combat commendations 
will not be affected. However, thousands 
who are still eligible for higher “hon- 
orary” rank upon retirement will lose the 





privilege after the end of October. 

The present law authorizing retire- 
ment-promotions applies only to Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard officers 
specially commended for performance of 
duty in combat before 1 January 1947. No 
similar authority exists for the Army and 
Air Force. The higher retired rank car- 
ries no increase in retired pay. 

The Committee charged that the Navy- 
Marine Corps advancement authority “is 
discriminatory against Army and Air 


Force officers who may have performed 
in a similar manner.” 
The Senators said even though no pay

advanced enjoy the other advantages at- 
tached to the higher grade, such as pos- 
sibly greater employment opportunities 
and the increased prestige of the higher

Another “advantage” exists for those 
recalled to active duty, the Committee 
said, inasmuch as the Secretary of the 
Navy can, at his discretion, recall such 
officers in the rank to which they were 
advanced, “While serving, these officers 
receive the pay of the higher rank and
